We still hear the question, "Shall la¬ 
bor be organized?” Ii must be. Mod¬ 
ern conditions cannot exist without 
such organization. 1 do not know 
whether there was a garden of Eden, 
but I do know that to go back to Adam 
would be going backward, not forward. 
The real question before us to-day is, 
"Shall labor be autocratically or demo¬ 
cratically organized? Shall thousands 
of workmen take what the master pre¬ 
scribes and not have a voice in the de- 
mt. abbott. ciston ns to the hours of labor, tlie 
wages and its conditions? Has not labor a head and arms 
and legs? When a labor union demands recognition, it 
may desire a brief display of authority, but at bottom is its 
declaration of a right to speak in its own behalf. I helleve 
that the demand of labor is right. I.nhor organizations 
must be democratic, not autoerntic. Tlie object of the great 
labor organizations is to say itself what shall be its hours 
of labor, the conditions and the wages. The phenomenon 
Of trades unions Is not to ho measured by an unreasonable 
demand of one of them. 

There are dangers in great combinations of wealth, and 
there are dangers in great combinations of labor. What 
we want is to get rid of the abuse of power and the Incom¬ 
petent use of power when It gets into ihe hand of the 
demagogue. Because there are bosses and demagogues in 
polities wo do not propose to nbolish political organizations, 
but rather to rid them of bosses and demagogues.

HE public attention lias been recently turned to Alaska 
by the announcement of a new discovery of gold on the 
headwaters of the Tnnnnn, which may rival Ihe Klon¬ 
dike; hut. regardless of such gold strikes the develop¬ 
ment of the great peninsula goes steadily on. This 
development is now so much a matter of course that 
we do not notice it any more than we notice Ihe growth 
of one of the States. We have come to expect almost 
anything of Alnskn. It has immense coal fields, oil 
fields of great promise, and forests extensive enough 
to supply tlie whole American demand for many years. 
The copper ores of Alaska are probably more exten¬ 
sive than such deposits in any other part of the world 
it has only made a beginning In geld producing. Its 
fisheries are among the most profitable in the world, 
and dally the proof accumulates that portions of Alaska have great agricul 
tural possibilities. 

It is now asserted that the time Is coining when there will be a million 
farmers and miners in the Copper \ alley. The soil Is deep and rich and 
is capable of yielding good crops of all tile eereals, garden truck, and fruit; 
nnd tlie climate permits. There Is nn abundance of excellent grazing land 
nud cattle raising should become an important, industry. In the Tit tin nn 
Valley basin there are thousands of acres of excellent wild hay. “With the 
Alaskan railroad as a fact,” writes an enthusiastic correspondent, “the Immi¬ 
gration to Manitoba nnd other provinces in Canada will cease, ns the Alas¬ 
kan farmer with Ills natural advantages will become a successful competitor 
for the west coast trade." 

The railroad referred to is that projected from Port Valdez to Eagle (illy 
on tlie Yukon and thence to Dawson City. The distance Is 400 miles, or 
175 miles less than by the Skaguay route.

No lousier One of the Industrie* of 
Lake Outario. 

It was thirty years ago this winter, 
says the New York Tribune, that the 
ciscoes in Lake Ontario suddenly left 
its waters, never to return. Where 
they went ha6 always been a mystery, 
but a striking coincidence was their 
appearance shortly after in large num¬ 
bers in a Lake Erie bay, near San¬ 
dusky. Ohio. 

The cisco, which belongs to the sal¬ 
mon family, is a peculiar tish as far as 
its abldtng place is concerned. It in¬ 
habits only a few lakes in the United

The ciscoes which the fishermen 
took from the waters of Lake Ontario 
were far famed, and (’hautnont cis¬ 
coes were noted in the Eastern States. 
Chaumont ia a little village on Lake 
Ontario, in Jefferson County, aud It 
was the center of cisco fishing uni* 
1872. The ciscoes came into Chaumont 
bay for the last time in November, 
1872. Once iu a while now a fisherman 
angling for bass will hook a lone cisco, 
but this happens rarely. These tish 
are still caught occasionally on the 
Canadian shores of the lake, and they 
are caught in larger quantities in the 
eastern part of Lake Erie. When th# 
cisco made its home in and about 
Chaumont hay it had never been seen 
around Sandusky. Why the tish left 
Lake Ontario has never been fully ex¬ 
plained. Many reasons have been giv¬ 
en, and the most probable one is that 
so much silt floated into the lake that 
It destroyed the cisco feeding grounds 
and spawning beds.

inteans that you will break a bone be- 
|fore the year is out. Many animals are 
also supposed to herald death, and su /i 
perstitious in this direction are so mi- 
nierous that only a few can be men- \ 
tioned here. The most commonly 
known is the clicking or tapping nf 
the beetle called a death watch, which 
jis reckoned as an omeu of death to 
some one in the bouse. 

The howling of a dog at night near a 
house is supposed to predict the death 
of a sick inmate, as also the setting of 
a white pigeon on a house bodes death 
to some one in the house, while, again, 
an old saying ainong the superstitious 
runs. “No person can die on a bed or 
pillow containing the feathers of a 
white pigeon.” 

That the gnawing of furniture by 
rats presages death is also a common 
superstition. To meet certain animals 
is considered lucky, while to meet oth¬ 
ers is the reverse. For instance, to 
meet a sow with a litter of pigs is very 
lucky, but it is unlucky if a son’ j.
